He will lecture before classes

his stay, and will end his visit 
with a public lecture at Lisner 
Auditorium on Wednesday, April

Dr. Brogan's visit is sponsored 
Jointly by the University and the 
Institute of Contemporary Arts. 
All of his appearances at the Uni- 
versity are open to students and 
faculty. In additimi, the general 
public is invited to the Anal lec- 
ture at Lisner. 

There will be no charge for any 
of these appearances. 

Cambridge Professor 

Professor Brogan, described as 
"an Irishman bom in Scotland 
and educated in France, England, 
and America," ^ been professor 
of political science at cimnbridge 
University, England, since 1939, 
and is recognized as one of the 


foreiqost interpreters of Amertcan 
culture, aociety. and history. 

He has lectured on Amertcan 
history at the University of Lon- 
don, and he taught American gov- 
ernment at the London School of 
Economics and Political Science 
before taking his post at Cam- 
bridge. He has also been a fellow 
and a tutor at Corpus Christl 
College, Oxford University. 

Dr. Brogan is best known as the 
author of The American Char- 
acter, which he wrote in 1944. 
He has also written The Amer- 
ican Political System (1933), 
Abraham LIncotn (1935), Politics 
and Law In the United Statee 
(1941), U.8.A.: An Outline of the 
Country, Its People and InUtlto- 
tlons (1941), American Themes 
(1948), The Era of Franklin D. 
Eeoeevptt (1950) and Politics la 
America (1954). 

Childhood Interest 

Dr. Brogan's Interest in Ameri- 
can life, he maintains, dates back 
to his childhood, when he read 
the numerous American newspa- 
pers and magazines to which his 
father subaeribed. 

Professor Brogan is also re- 
garded as an authority on modem 
France. He has written France 
Under the Republic, a political 
history of France from 1870 to 
1939, and French Pereonatltlen and 
Problcmis. During World War U 
he worked for the BBC's European 
Service at an intelligence officer, 
preparing special broadcasts aimed 
at the Pmnch resistance move-

26 District, the eldest son of Pres- 
ident Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
haa been a rotmber of tha Housa 
of RepreaentatlvM the past 11 
years, serving preaently on the 
^Committee on Education and La- 
JMT and Chairing the Sub-Commlt- 
tae on Labor. Ha la also on the 
Select Committee on Small Busl- 
neM and Chairman of the Sub- 
eommlttee on Distribution Prob- 
lems. He has been especially ac- 
tive In the areas^of civil rights, 
labor, small busiMsa, and social 
aecurlty legialation. 

According to program chairman 
Frank Lundburg, "Mr. Rooaevelt 
la a member ot the committee 
chaired by the controversial Adam 
Clayton Powell. Alio, With the 
record of tha 88th Congresa thus 
far . , . It's been In session Just 4d 
hours and 48 minutes In the last 
Mven weeks, we are Inade to 
wonder Just how rtsponsible are 
tha Congrasimen to tha ideas ot 
their constituents." 

Rep. Rooeevelt held poeitions as 
Chairman of the Qalifornia Dem- 
ocratic State Central Committee 
from 1946 until 1948, 4»d Dem- 
ocratic National Committeeman 
from that state from 1958 to 1952. 
He's also currently President of 
the Eleanor Rooaevslt Cancer 
Foundation, and a member ot. the 
Bosud ot ’ the American Cancer 
Society. He is a Brlgadler-Gen- 
aral (rat) In the US Marine Corps 
Rsasrve, and bolder of the Navy 
CroH and tha Sliver Star.

Sen. Mundt, elected to the 


Houie of Representatives In 1938, 
served on numerous committees 
Including ths Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, and the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, for 
which he was Acting Chairman 
during the "Pumpkin' Papers" 
controversy which resulted In the 
discovery end conviction of Alger 
Hiss 

In 1948, Sen. Mundt was elected 
to the Senate, where he presently 
aarvas on the committees for Ap- 
propriations, Govsmmant Opera- 
tions, Investigations, Agriculture 
and Forestry, and ths Adviaory 
Commission on Intergovsrnmantal 
Relations. 

While he was In the House, Mr. 
Mundt co-authored the Mundt- 
Nixon Bill, the first legislation 
passed hy OongreH to attempt to 
control the threat from Internal 
Communism. 

Senator Mundt has spent more 
time on Investigating commltteea 
than any other member of Con- 
greM. Ha was a member of tha 
Dies Committee, the predecessor 
of HUAC.

a IN THE FIRST case under the newly altered Rule 11, the 
Student Council gave Uidverslty Young Democrats permission 
to affiliate with their counterpart national, regional, and dis- 
trict groups. Previously, University organizations were not 
permitted to tie themselves to off-campus ^ups. 

It must be noted, however, that the ruling Is open to the 
discretion of the Council. Permission Is a gift, and what may 
be given may be taken away. 

Yet this Is at least a positive step, opening the door to 
other organizations, both political and non-political, which 
may desire to receive the benefits which often accrue through 
national affiliation. The Rule 11 fight was long, and an often 
complicated one. 

But now that It is resolved, the Council may use and 
has used properly the newly delegated discretionary power to 
allow a University-recognized organization with an established 
record of constructive and Informative progranwnlng the privi- 
lege of off-campus connections.

body had has its hands full with 
its slot machines and savings and 
Photo hr Browaio ftannik. leglsUtlon. 

The Attorney General stated, 
"This kind of charge has never 
been brought against an educa- 
tional institution before, and at 
first we were not sure that our 
anti-trust laws could be used in a 
case of this kind, but my advisers 
assure me that there Is a clause in 
the Clayton Act that we can use 
to make the charge stick. 

' 'Tra fairly certain that srb could 
get the Supreme Court to back us 
up with at least a S-4 decision if 
it comes to that If it does get that 
far III plea4 the case myself. The 
last time was such fun with the 
whole family there." 

The Attorney General's office 
said that the Federal Govemnsent 
Agured it had lost several thou- 
sand dollars in National Dsfensa 
Education Act loaru to students 
paying the hlksd-up rates at these 


irutltutiana 

"We Intend to get this money 
back,” the Attorney General said. 
"The Federal Govenunent can- 
rwt afford to sper^ motrey extrav- 
agantly like that. Those funds 
could have been used for the Dis- 
trict welfare program or some 
other worthy cause." 

He also promised that an at- 
tempt would be made to see that 
students attending these universi- 
ties during the past five years ha 
reimbursed for their overpayment. 
He said that rather than cash the 
students would probably be given 
credits for future tuition. 

Reaction of the university offi- 
cials was a uniform denial, except 
from the President of American, 
who left early this morning for a 
vacation in Brazil. 

George Washington President 
Thomas Careless said, ‘The raises 
in tuition ' at George Washington 
have been made independent of 
the other schools in the area. 
They were instituted out of neces- 
sity in order to continue the pro- 
gram of expansion and Improve- 
ment we have undertaken to make 
this an academically superior insti- 
tution."

A member of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Catholic University said, 
‘We would never consider raising 
money by illegal meant. It we are 
forced to lower our tuition rates 
we will have to rely on Ungo for 
our additional incems.” 

A spokesman for Georgetown 
said, ‘We have baaa In touch with 
representatives of the other uni- 
versities involvad and' have de- 
cided to make our dsfanss ijointty. 
All of these simultaneous ralaas 
have been mere coincidence. We 
too have had to raise tuition to 
meet increasing expenses. Basket- 
ball players like Jon Berry don’t 
come for nothing, you know." 

Student reaction to the charges 
was varisd. Kevin Cleeveland said, 
"In the light of the ^perior edu- 
cation that a student receives here 
at OW, I think that a tuition raise 
was justified. If a student has to 
put bi more hours at a part-time 
job or skip meals to meet tuition 
payments. It will do just that 
much more to build his character. 
And after all, one of the main 
purposes of a college education is 
to ^a the student a chance to de- 
velop a strong character." Cleeve- 
land is on a ffill scholarship. 

Other students were more 
pleased by the accusation. "I al- 
ways thought there was something 
fishy about those tuition hikes," 
Burt Carvelly, who has been hers 
all five years In question, said. "An 
education here is not that valua- 
able.

• LEGAL COUNSEL FOR the 
Faith Healing Sons of Saint Pat- 
rick last week threatened to sue 
the Student Council ss a result of 
a motion of censure voted against 
the group’s local branch. 

No record is to be found of this 
.motion in the Student CouncH 
^nutes, however. Since the cen- 
sure motion included a number of 
allegations whidi. as expressed by 
Advocate Allflre, "were based on 
sound information from a reliable 
source, but which we are unable 
to confirm," the advocate found it 
expedient to agree, in a inivate 
conference with the group's law- 
yer Jesse Hoyt, that he would per- 
sonally make sure that the censure 
resolution would completely van- 
ish, be expunged from the minutes, 
and everyone would act as if noth- 
ing had haj^ned. 

"As much as I am in favor of 
the motion," he told a TOMA- 
HAWK repprter, "the Student 
Council cannot afford the incon- 
venience and notoriety erf a law- 
suit, so we are forced to submit." 

The Council censured the 
George Washington Faith-Healing 
Association for turning loose SO 
rats in the Student Union at lunch 
time. The censure motion, submit- 
ted by Robert Allfire, called on the 
Student body to reject literature 
distributed by the group and to 
boycott meetings and membership 
drives. 

Lincoln R. Wooley proposed an 
amendment that all .literature be 


seized and burned in a bonfire be- 
hind the library. He also suggested 
that leaders be banned from the 
Student Union and other places 
of assembly, and that members be 
required to wear armbands made 
of rats dyed green. 'The amend- 
ment was rejected. 

✓ 

A Faith-Healing spokesman said 
the Council had defamed the club 
and damaged its national reputa- 
tion. 

"We have complied with Uni- 
versity regulations that ail dubs 
must Sid the Univerdty commu- 
nity," he said. "The rats were 
utilized to drive out evil spirits. I 
have noticed marked improve- 
ment in student spirits lately. 

"We did not expect the rats to 
be so elusive, but a corollary ad- 
vantage has been relief of over- 
crowding In the Union," he said 

Allflre said the Incident ^was 
"without legal precedent at this 
University" and that the Articles 
of Student Government "specifical- 
ly fwbld disturbances In Univer- 
sity buildings that will reflect 
'poorly on Administration policies." 

Allfire said the group could not 
be recognized because the Univer- 
sity does not recognize groups 
affUisted with national organiza- 
tions advocating overthrow of the 
American Medical Association. 

"Besides," he added, "even if 
that weren’t true, they would not 
be recognized." When asked why 
not, Allflrt responded petulantly, 
"Because I said so, that’s why."
